
GOOD SPORT AT BENNINGS. 



LEE HARRISON II., STOUTLY BACKED,* SCORES 
AGAIN FOR SENATOR M'CARREN. 



New York Finithes Second in Two Race*— Three 
Horses Heads Apart, with Rather Royal 
the Victor — Jumpers Fall. 



Wasliiugiuu, D. C., November 22. — With ideal 
■\T*-alher couditious. the atmosphere being clear, cool 
and invlgoratiiig. good sport was s€>en to<lay at 
Itenniugs. lu most of the races the fields were 
large aud hard to handle. Tlie starting was satis- 
factory except in the fourth race, won by Senator 
Mt'farren’s, Lee Harrison II.. Miller up. Toward 
p<*st time this horse was stoutly backe<l to beat 
Ihdcast. When the start was made he seemed to be 
the oldy one ready. He sliot away like an arrow 
from a bow. Belcast had a j>08ition on the extreme 
outside and commenced slowly, but was soon In a 
stern chase after the flying leader. Steadily the 
favorite gaintHl, but lost much ground by bearing 
out in the last furlong and finally finished almost 
under the shadow of the judges’ stand. 

In the opening dash Miller was declared to have 
U'cii careless in losing on the favorite, Rappahan- 
iKK*k, by a few inches to the 15 to 1 chaifce, Sandy 
t'reeker. Rappahannock apparently had bis op- 
ponents l)eaten and, though many thought be won, 
the decision was in favor of .Sandy Creeker. 

James R. Keene’s fine looking Disguise colt. 
CalHK-hon. w'hlch Is under the care of Jolin Hyland 
at this meeting, ran well, under the whip, and the 
race should do him good. 

Rather Royal’s victory in the third race was an 
Imprt'sslve one. He was forced to run on tlie out- 
side of a lai"ge field all the wa.v around the tunis. 
Scarfell, Miller’s mount, held the lead until New 
York came alongside him. With I>oth struggling to 
the limit. Rather Royal, at 25 to 1, passed them 
in the last few strides. 

On paper Dolly Sitanker seemed a certainty for the 
fifth race. He had only KM ixxinds and if Miller 
had been in the saddle, his price would have l>eeii 
1 to 3. Bnt Miller had the moniit on rtatiiesaing. 
and this enabled the Dolly Spanker |*eoi>le to obtain 
as gootl as even money against him. Half way 
along tlie hackstretch it appeared that he did not 
like the going, but as tlie race went on he began to 
show his olfi-timc form. He disimsed of Water- 
grass in a fast trip around the turn aud then came 
home an easy winner. New Y’ork, which ran well in 
the third race, started in the fifth also and, under 
a hard drive, wore down Avaunteer and Water- 
grnss and earned second money. 

'The longest race of tlie meeting up to date ended 
the day’s sport. It was at a mile and a quarter 
and for nearly every yard of the distance It swuned 
as If the outsider. Bulwark, would win. He led 
by big, o|ieii daylight, until on the far turn It 
wMMiicd CIS If Beauclere would not head him. But 
Bulwark came away again with a rwiewed burst of 
s|H>ed and then Notter, on Beauclere, was coni|>elIed 
to do his best to get up In time to win. Angler, 
the odds-on favorite, ran a disheartening race. Tlie 
imce was good all the way. 

Three of the eight starters fell in the steeple- 
chase. Moon or Kirklevington seemed to have lieeii 
Injureil, but I>r. Kerr reported half an hour later 
that the jwke.v was all right. My Grace fell at 
the water, directly in front of the Childiouse, and 
dragged liis fallen rider about twenty feet, he hav- 
ing the bridle around his wrist. Away over on the 
hackstretch, Bcry Waddell fell wlien going fast in 
seixind place, 'rhe race was won by Sandalwood, a 
heavily hacked favorite. Except for about fifty 
yards down on the far turn Sandalwood was pace- 
maker all the way. He hit the last jump and there 
lust some ground, hut came on again with a great 
burst of siieed. Frank Somers was a game second, 
his rider finished with both feet out of the stirrups. 

AID OF LEGISLATORS IS SOUGHT. 

Lexington, Ky., Noveiulier 22. — Tlie committee 
select«*d by the Breeders’ Kroteedive .\ssociatlon to 
loiatc thoroughbred stallions in every county of 
this state for the benefit of tlie farmers and the 
general improvement of Kentucky liors<‘s has decided 
that the most feasible manner in which the proposi- 
ticui can be taken up is through the members of 
the General Assembly. To this end letters have been 
mailed to eadi member of the Senate and House of 
Representatives setting out the Association’s object 
ami asking co-operation. 

SHERIFF BOB WILLIAMS IS ACOUITTED. 

Hot Springs. Ark., Novemlier 22. — Sheriff R. L. 
Williams has lieen acquitted In the Glreuit Court of 
cliarges that lie lllierated prisoners on election day 
and committed an assault with Intent to kill. There 
are [lending two more Indictments growing out of 
tlie same cases, hut the District Attorney will enter 
a nolle prosse, it Is said. These Indictments were 
brought by the so-called reformers that have put 
the ’•lid” on the city and driven out gamblers. 
Williams is said to be critically 111 at his home. 

VO ROOK FOR ALGIERS PEOPLE AND HORSES. 

New Orleans, La., November 22. — Owners, train- 
ers, jockeys and horses which have participated In 
Hiinday racing at Algiers will not be permitted to 
race at the Fair Grounds. The Crescent City Jockey 
Club had the people aud horses of this track under 
the ban last .vear and Secretary Natlianson said to- 
day that the same attitude will he maiutaiued this 
sviutet:. 



BETTING ON HORSE RACES IS NOT “A GAME.” 



St. Louis Judge Holds that City Ordinances Defend- 
ing Games of Chance Do Not Cover Racing. 

St. Louis. Mo., November 22. — In quasblng an in- 
formation charging lYed B«*rgdorfer with conducting 
a handliook and aciepting bets on foreign races, 
.fudge Bilhartz In the Wyoming street |K>lice court 
tills morning sustained the wnteiitioii of Bergdorfer’s 
attorney, Howard Sidener, that horse racing Is not 
a game of chance as viewed by tlie ordinances of 
the city of St. Louis, but one of blood, si>eed aud 
endurance. 

Bergdorfer rvas arrested a month ago on Infor- 
mation sworn to by policeman Cleggett, who says 
while wearing plain clothes he entered an office 
conducted by Bergdorfer and placed a liet of a dollar 
on a race run at a track In another city. 

When the case was called this morning Attorney 
Sidener made a motion to quash the information 
on the ground that section 1404 of the revised 
ordinances of the city of St. I.iouis, luider which 
the information was made, provided that the de- 
fendant must be guilty of using some device in 
carrying on a game of chance in order to obtain a 
conviction. Attorney Sidener contended that such a 
device was not used by Bergdorfer and quoted 
court decisions to prove that horse racing is not 
a contest of chance or luck as craps, poker, or 
faro, but one In which blood, endnrance aud relative 
speed were the main factors. 



DELMAR CLUB LOSES CASE ON RE-HEARINO. 

Jefferson City, Mo., November 22. — The Supreme 
Court of this state today issued a writ of ouster 
against the Dehnar Jockey Club of St. Louis. This 
IK-obably is the final disposition of the suit brought 
by Attorney General Hadley as the result of the 
eampaigii against the club In 1905. 

The Attorney General asked for the confiscation 
of the club’s property by the state, as well as for- 
feiture of its charter on the ground that in permit- 
ting betting at its track after June 16, 1905, it 
had violated the anti-betting law passed by tbe last 
Legislature. Last summer the court decided that 
the club had Tiolated Us 'chiuter but file club's al- 
torne.vs filed a motion for a re-hearing. 



PROTECTION AGAINST FALSE PRICES. 

Louisville. Ky., November 22. — The pooli'ooin 
operators in south TiOni.svlIIe posted a new rule 
today. In tlie future, when they think the prkv 
against a horse Is out of line, they reserve the right 
to i>ay off the following day according to published 
l»rle<‘s. 'Hie realms Tuesday paid out over ^3,000 
when Noblesse Oblige finished second to Bine I’lgeon. 
The iKiolrooms posted 50 to 1 against Noblesse 
Oblige, when it should have lK*en 3 to 1. The 
false [irlce was the result of bad wire service fnaii 
the Beiiulngs racetrack. 



FIVE OF COOK’S YEARLINGS ARE SICK. 

Cincinnati, ().. Novemlier 22. — Fred Cook is hav- 
ing another siege of tough luck. Five of his best 
.vea#' ngs. which are qiiartereil at Memiihls, are 
reiKirteil as in danger of death from catarrlial fever. 
CiKik sent them to Memphis liecause he has had 
rather bad luck at Louisville, some of his best ones 
going wrong there and others dying. Cook says that 
if he had sold for the offers made him such of his 
horses in the last four years that subsequently went 
wrong or died that ho would lie S212,<XK) better off.

LICHTENSTEIN LIKES THE NEW SYSTEM. 

Washington, D. C., November 22. — Sol Lichten- 
stein. who, by his advice to the bookmakers at 
Bennings, has done much to prevent disorder and 
confusion In the betting, says he considers the new 
system better than the old one. “Wa.shlngton turf pa- 
trons have adjusted themselves readily to the new 
condition,” said he. “They are not having the least 
trouble in finding their favorite layers to make 
wagers with before the races and they easily dig 
up the cashiers to collect winnings when they have 
anything coming, and it has been my experience that 
the majority of them have had a lot more coming 
than I like to pay out. They are beating me and 
I have the same report from nearly all the other 
layers. I am not sure the system would answer as 
well as the old one at Sheepshead Bay or Brighton 
on Suburban or Brighton Handicap day, with a 
crowd of 40,000 to serve, but It will do at a pinch. 
The Metropolitan Turf .\8Boclatlon layers have co- 
oi»erated heartily with the officers of the Washing- 
ton Jockey Club In Its effort to obey the law as 
Justice Stafford interprets It. None of us will give 
the least cause for further interference with racing 
by the courts.” 

No layers are permitted to operate in tlie paddock, 
as the stable iMjys found It ImiMwslble to resist the 
temptations to bet and did not win often.

This shows that the thoroughbred 
can be diverted to purposes other than racing, when 
necessary. 

Algernon Dalngerfield, assistant secretary of the 
Jockey Club, says that the states of Tennessee, 
Mississippi, Virginia, Kentucky and Louisiana, as 
well as the Dominion of Canada, will adopt tbe Idea 
of the Breeders’ Bureau, established in New York 
by the Jockey Club, and that It looks as If before 
many years it might become a national matter.
